WasnHineton, D. C., May 3.—Godlove 8. 
Orth, of Indiana, rose in his place this 
morning and obtained permission from 
the House to make a personal explana 
tion to-morrow relative to an assault 
made upon him by the Springer Investigat- 
ing Committee in the Forty-fourth Congress 
on account of certain Venezuelan claims.

VICTORIA NORRIS’ DEATH. 


The Strange Disappearance of a Beau- 
tiful Girl—The Agonies and Confes- 
sions of Her Suspected Murderer.

ATLANTA, Ga., May 1.— One of the most 
awful crimes on record has recently come to 
light near this city in a manner as mys-

James Jolly’s house, and knew Victoria 

Norris well. The fact that she was going to 

marry his nephew apparently caused him to 

take an active interest in her welfare. Mat- 
ters, however, did not go well for the youns 
Mrs. Jolly came jealous, — 
without any cause, for her husband's treat- 
ment of Victoria never approached tendér- 
ness. Wounded by unjust suspicion, and 
weary of Jolly’s rough treatment, Miss Nor- 
ris determined to go to her relatives at Rut- 
ledge. Jolly opposed this resolution until 
he saw that she was determined to go, and 
then gave a reluctant consent, 
The depot was four or five miles distant, 
and early one bright summer morning James 
Jolly and William Weaver left Jolly’s house 


with Miss Norris, in aspring wagon, to —

the train. She was never seen alive a 
by any eyes but Weaver's and Jolly's. Jolly 
returned home in the afternoon alone. It is 
stated on good authority that Weaver left 
him with Miss Norris, and that he is the last 
person who wasever with her. The neighbors 
missed the young woman, but supposed she 
had gone to her relatives, and thought nothing 
strange of her absence. Soon letters came from 
these relatives asking where she was. They 
received a reply, purporti tocome from 
her, which stated that she had gone to At- 
lanta and never intended to return home. 
She told them not to search for her as she 
was resolved never to return. The news 
then reached the Jolly neighborhood that 
Victoria Norris had not gone home, as she 
had intended, but had run away to Atlanta 
to lead a life of shame. She was never seen 
in this city, but gossip explained that she 
might have gone further. The subject had 
almost ceased to be a matter of discussion, 
when it was presented in a new and terrible 
ht by a strange incident. 
ames Jolly grew worse and worse, until 
at last he was openly accused of stealing 
some cotton. He was indicted for larceny, 
but before he could be arrested he fled from 
home, I wife behind. This was in 
Feb of present year. The day after 
Jolly it was notic by neighbors that 
he had burned a brush-pile in his front-yard. 
This unusual proceeding attracted aftention. 
There must have been something which Jolly 
to destroy. The ashes 
t, and in them were found 
the iron bands, lock, etc., of a trunk, Why 
should a trunk be thus destroyed? An old 
man happened to hear of it, and it suggested 
to him another strange cirtumstance as 
to atrunk,—that after James Jolly had car- 
ried Miss Norris and her trunk away, he saw 
Jolly coming back with the trunk in the 
wagon, but without the girl. The peculiar 
style of the lock and iron bands was then ex- 
amined, and a similarity to Miss Norris’ 
trunk was established. Then came the re- 
membrance of the girl’s strange disappear- 
ance, and the fact that Jolly waslast seen 
with her pointed to him in terrible indication 
that he was responsible for her fate. An- 
other fact fastened this terrible suspicion on 
him. A few weeks before he left the 
county, a peddler, with his pack full 
of goods and some money in «his 
ket, had stopped all night at Jolly’s 
— He was never heard of again, and 
peopie who knew his regular route were sur- 
rised at his failure to appear as usual. All 
these circumstances clearly pointed to Jolly 
as the murderer of Miss Norris, and they 
caused intense excitement throughout the 
county. Gov. 9 at once offered a re- 
ward of $400 for Jolly's capture. J. T. Will- 
ingham ascertained that he had last been 
heard of near Choctaw, Miss,, and went at 
once to that place. -Jolly was captured while 
at work in a field, and was brought 
back on warrant charging him with 
stealing cotton. On the way he confessed 
to Willingham that he knew all about 
the killing of Miss Norris, though he did not 
do it himself.. He promised that he would 
show where her body was buried. As soon 
as he was carried to his old home, he took 
Willingham to a spot not far from the house 
where he said the bonesof the murdered 
woman could be found. An excited crowd 
at once dug into the ground and found the 
remains of the girl. A Coroner's jury at 
once held an inquest over them and returned 
a verdict that Victoria Norris had come to 
her death at the hands ef James Jolly. The 
entire county was then wild with excite- 
ment. It was expected that the jail would be 
torn open and Jolly lynched. 

Jolly lay in his cell night after night in the 
most horrible agonies. When he would 
drop into a feverish sleep he would scream 
and wake, saying that he had seen the mur- 
dered woman in his dreams. He began to 
make confessions soon after he was 
put in jail, and has made a dozen, no 
two of which correspond. At first he said 
that he left Weaver on the road with Miss 
Norris, and, after being gone half an hour, 
returned to find the girl dying. Weaver 
said he had choked her to death in his 
efforts to outrage her. He and Weaver had 
hastily buried the body, and afterward had 
removed it to where it was found. Soon 
after Jolly made this statement Weaver was 

mitted to his cell. Jolly then fell on his 
knees and denied every word of what he had 
ust uttered. He then said that he had tried 
— ravish the young woman, and in her ef- 
forts to elude his grasp she had fallen back- 
ward out of the wagon and broken her neck. 
He was frightened, and buried her body 
as quickly as possible. He made still 
another gonfession, to the effect that 
he tried to outrage the girl, and, for 
fear she would tell, he had killed’ her. 
He now denies this. Last week Weaver was 
tried for complicity in the murder. ‘The 
principal witness against him was Jolly 
whose statements were so contradictory that 
the Court ordered Weaver's 323238 Jolly 
now lies in De Kalb County Jail at Decatur, 
six miles vo Atlanta.

No Reduction in East-Bound 
Freight Rates Contem- 
plated. 

Sudden Resignation of Freight-

A New Railroad Acquisition in Phil- 
adelphia—A Profitable 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT RATES. 
Commissioner Albert Fink has issued the 
following circular regarding the report that 
another reduction would soon De made in 


east-bound freight rates. 
A report having been published in Western 


rs that “railway officials at Chicago have 
es apprised by Commissioner Fink that he will 


shortly ask the Joint Executive Committee of 
the trunk’ lines to reduce the freight rates on 
the basis of 26 cents per 100 lbs on poe from 
Chicago to New York," I will state for your in- 
formation and those interested in the trans- 

n rates that there is no truth whatever 
n re None of the members of the 
Executive Committee (and there are now over 
forty companies represented on the Committee) 
have expressed any intention to make a change 
in the east-bound rates at present, and as far as 
their views are known, it appears that there is a 
general desire to maintain present rates during 
the summer months. 

This corroborates the statement made in 
THe Trrispune of Sunday that the Eastern 
trunk lines were opposed to making another 
reduction in rates this summer. Such a 
reduction would greatly benefit the roads 
leading east from this city, as the lake is 
taking nearly all the business away from 
them, but the trunk lines, which also con- 
trol these roads, get a great share of the 
lake business at Lake Erie ports, and they 
make up on the business from those points 
what they lose on their Chicago lines. The 
roads west from Chicago would rather have 
the east-bound rates remain as they are, as 
high rates from here to the East force the 
business to Chicago, from where it takes 
advantage of the low rail rates, and 
accordingly they get more traffic than they 
would if rates were low. But the South- 
western routes, which have no lake connec- 
tions, will necessarily suffer, and these lines, 
if they find they are getting left, will be 
likely to cut the rates and spoil the calcula- 
tions of the trunk-line managers. There is, 
besides, another factor that will prove trouble- 
some to the trunk-line managers in their at- 
tempt to keep up the present rates through- 
out the summer, and this is the Grand Trunk. 
This line has long been dissatisfied with the 
dictatorship of the trunk lines, and is likely 
to withdraw from the east-bound pool at.an 
moment. The introduction of the Hurd bill 
has made the Grand Frunk people madde 
than March hares, anda TRIBUNE rege 

informed by one of the principal officia 
of this road t he is confident that the 
trunk-line managers are at the ‘bottom of 
this matter, and that it is another of their 
schemes to destroy the Grand Trunk. His 
road, he says, would hereafter act inde- 

ndently of the trunk lines, and try to bro- 

t its interests, regardless of what the 
trunk-line managers may say or do. This 
means that the Grand Trunk will make such 
rates as it deems best for its interests, regard- 
less of what the Joint Executive Committee 
might to. If the trunk lines find that the 
Grana Trunk diverts much business from 
them, they will no doubt declare open war 
against this line, and the rates will go down 
to bottom figures, in spite of the above cir- 
cular of Mr. Fin. 


VILAS’ RESIGNATION. 

The announcement that Mr. R. C. Vilas, 
for many years past General Freight Agent 
of the Erie Railway, has tendered his resig- 
nation, will cause general surprise and re- 
gret among railroad men. Mr. Vilas is con- 
sidered one of the ablest freight men in the 
country, and it was thought that he would 
remain with the Erie until the end of his 
days. He resigned suddenly last Friday, 
and no oné, noteven the managers of the 
road, was aware of hisintention previous to 
that time. The Erie will severely feel the 
loss of his services, as it will be no easy task 
to find an equally competent and efficient 
official for that important position. As 
to the causes which led Mr. Vilas to 
take this step all is speculation. It is 
impossible to assign any other cause for it 
exéept that he felt sore that in ‘filling the 
place of Traffic Manager his name was not 
considered. Mr. Vilas evidently expected to 
be promoted to that position, and he was, no 
doubt, entitled to iton account of long years 
of faithful and valuable service to the Com- 
pony But the managers of the road; no 
doubt, ignéred his claims on the ground that 
he was too valuable a man in the position he 
held, and that * would find it difficult to 
fill his place. It is fortunate for the Zrie, 
under the present circumstances, that their 
new Traffic Manager, Mr. C. W. Smtth, is 
one of the most experienced freight men in 
the country, and hencethe loss of Mr. 
Vilas will not be as severely felt as it 
would be had they selected a less competent 
man. Itis not known whowill be Mr. Vilas’ 
successor on the Erie, but there will no doubt 
be plenty of applications from whom to 
choose a suitable person. 


GREAT WESTERN OF CANADA. 


has leased, or was about to lease, the Great 
Western Railroad of Canada are not credited 
in railroad circles here. It is claimed that 
such an arraggement could not be madé, as 
under the laws of Canada no Canadian 
road can be leased to an Amer- 
ican Company, and that for this 
very reason Mr. Vanderbilt has been 
unable to consolidate the Canada South- 
ern . with the Michigan Central, as 
would have been his interest to do. 
The only arrangement that could be 
made between the Wabash and the Great 
Western would be one for the interchange 
of traffic, but even this is not possible, as the 
Great Western will find it much more to its 
benefit to mafntain an independent position. 
The rumors are no doubtarehash of the 
ones started 4 few weeks ago when Mr. Joy 
went to Europe, and it was claimed that the 
object of his trip was to bring about a lease 
of the Great Western to the Wabash. These 
rumors have since been authoritatively de- 
nied, and it is well known the 
principal object of Mr. Joy’s trip was 
to place some bonds o the new 
line to be built from Detroit to Toledo to 
connect the Wabash with the Canada roads. 
This new liae will, if built, be neither in the 
interest of the Wabash nor the Great Western, 
but is to be run by an independent company, 
They have been raising money in Detroit for 
some time past to aid in the construction of 
this line.

CHICAGO, NEBRASKA & KANSAS.

mea, May 3.—While at Lincoln, Neb., 
a week ago, I had the pleasure of meeting 
Mr. Charles C. P. Holden, of this city, who 
has spent the past three weeksin Kansas 
looking over the route between Lincoln and 
the south line of Kansas bordering on the 
Indian Territory, a distance of 360 miles, 
through the very centre of the finest agri- 
cultural regions of Nebraska and Kansas. 
Mr. Holden is quite enthusiastic over the 
project which is now assuming tangible 
shape. This is no doubt largely due to the 
kinaly manner in which he has been received 
and the favor with which his scheme 
has been regarded by the people 
along the entire line. As this pro- 
ect has not hitherto appeared in 
print a brief resumé may not be uninter- 
esting. Some time ago a company of Chi- 
cago and New York capitalists was formed 
in Chicago, under the name of the Chicago, 
Nebraska & Kansas Railway Company, 
whose idea was to build a line of road from 
Lincoln or Omaha, Neb., to some point in 
Southern Kansas or the Indian Territory, be- 
lieving that a north and south line of rail way 
through these States would not only prove 
very remunerative, but was a deeply elt ne- 
cessity. Mr. Holden, from the fact that he is 
an old and experienced, railroad man, was 
selected to visit the counties along the pro- 
jected route, to see for himself if the 
scheme was feasible from every stand- 
point ee? argued by railroad-men. 

learn om him that he has 
been quite successful, and has very 
satisfactorily accomplished what he set out 
todo. He found a most excellent route, and 
satisfied himself that the road would a 
paying investment from the beginning, as the 
country is well settled the entire distance by 
a thrifty, well-to-do class of people, who are 
raising immense quantities of grain and 
stock. He has also found that a more direct 
connection with Chicago is one of.the great 
needs of the country at present, so that he 
could not have advanced his project at a 
more propitious time. The people of Kan-

A Wasutneron dispatch to the News, of 
this city. states that “the Treasury Depart- 
ment is inclined to favor Hurd’s Inter-State 
Commerce bill, and adds: It (the Treasury 
Department] has shown that silk goods and 
other articles are sold much cheaper in Chi- 
cago than in New York, the supposition be- 
ing that they were obtained from Canada, 
and were, in short, smuggled.” This state- 
ment is too outrageous to be allowed to pass 
without challenge. It is an evident attempt 
to distract attention from the systematic 
robbery of the revenue by undervaluation 
which obtains at the Port of New York. 
There is evidence that the practice of under- 
valuation at New York, which under Ap- 
praiser Dutcher received a check, has been 
resumed. Considerable importations of silk 
goods were made at this port early last spring, 
but we are informed that before the close of 
the season of spring imports merchants here 
were able to duplicate their European pur- 
chases in New York at two-thirds the price 
of the cost of their direct imports. The 
statement that “silk goods are sold much 
cheaper in Chicago than in New Tork,“ lead- 
ing to the presumption of extensive smuggling 
across the border, is not only false, but its 
falsity may be proven by reference to the 
transactions of Chicago merchants. Repeat- 
edly our dry-goods merchants have been in- 
duced to resume the business of direct im- 
ports under the assurance that undervalua- 
tion at the Port of New York had been or 
should be entirely stopped. But in each in- 
stance the attempt has cost them dearly, and 
they have been forced to abandon it in dis- 
gust. Thechief smuggling in this country 
is done through its chief port.

A BILL TO BOB THE RU AND 
PROMOTE DRUNKENNES. 

The proposition of the Kentucky Bourbons 
—which, of course, originated in a preéminent- 
ly whisky-drinking State, and which was ear- 
nestly supported by Northern Democratic old 
soaks, especially those living near the South- 
ern frontier—to allow the farming population 
and fruit-raisers to manufacture liquor from 
their fruit free of tax is a proposition to en- 
courage free drunkenness and increase the 
number of drunkards. If the Carlisle bill, 
with any of the amendments which the free- 
whisky Bourbons sought to hitch on it, 
should pass, releasing home-made liquors 
from taxation, in five years’ time it would 
wipe out the entire revenue from highwines 
and break up the whole business. It would 
be the starting point for the total abolition of 
the tax on spirits. Instead of the Govern- 
ment deriving fifty millions of revenue from 
them it would be paying out 90 cents a 
gallon as a special bounty to all speculators 
and fruit-growers, or that much premium 
to induce people to engage in rais- 
ing fruit, not for the supply of 
the market with a healthful food, but for 
manufacture into liquor, It would encour- 
age not only individuals to turn their apples 
and peaches into apple-jack and peach-brandy, 
but the organization of hundreds of compa- 
nies to go into the fruit-raising business for 
this express purpose, with opportunities for 
stealing, and swindling, and fraud such as 
the whisky rings never enjoyed in their palm- 


iest days. 
Iustead of a market well supplied with 


cheap and wholesome peaches and apples, 
we should have a market well supplied with 
liquer from fruit, and the price of fruit so 
high that it would become a luxury for the 
rich only. It would be a temptation for every 
one to go into the fruit-liquor business in or- 
der to get the 90 bounty out of the Pub- 
lic Treasury. It would cut down the tax on 
highwines from corn tens of millions of dol- 
lars. Reduced down to its real meaning, 
it 1s a proposition that the General Gov- 
ernment shall pay $50,000,000 per annum | 
in special premiums for the encouragement 
of drunkenness. 

The pathetic picture which Mr. Singleton, 
of Quincy, III., drew of the wrongs of the 
poor farmer and the sadnes: of His soul as he 
saw the fruit going to decay which he might 
utilize in this mAnner, and hs sweet bucolic 
vision of that farmer sitting inthe shadow of. 
his stills, a rosy and contented Bacchus, was 
well characterized by Mr. Haskal\, of Kansas, 
as a scheme by which every fuit-farner 
would become a moonshiner, and every old 
woman would fill her washtubs wih whisky 
and her milk-cans with apple-jack, turn her 
husband into a drunkard,—and hersif, too, 
he might have added,—andsend him ot as a 
colporteur to get all his neighbors Funk. 
It is not alone in taking millions of toney 
sut of the Public Treasury that the cappjli- 
tks of this bill for mischief would be ijp- 
itabe, but in the spread of drunkennss, 

with ul its accompanying miseries. 

Ther is another view of this question tht 
is of sti] greater significance. It has 4 
ready been shown in Tae TRIBUNE that th 
tax on spirts yielded the Government in 187, 
the sum of $50,420,816, and on beer and al 
$9,937,052, or, in round numbers, $60,000,000, 
and that this amount is sufficient for the 
Government endowment of universal free 
schools in the whole United States, and, as 
when the refunding operations shall have 
been completed there will be a saving in the 
annual interest charge of more than the en- 
tire sum collected, from the tax on liquors, 
there is no good reason why it should not be 
so applied, thus compelling what every one. 
admits to be a necessary or unavoidable evil 
to contribute to the support of what every 
one admits to be the principal condition of 
good citizenship and the very foundation 
of the Republic. It was shown by indisputa- 
ble figures that if this tax were devoted to 
free schools it would relieve the property- 
holders of this State alone of four millions 
of taxes per annum, and that other States 
would save in like proportion. It was shown 
that this sixty millions of taxes would pay 
the teachers in nine-tenths of the schoo)-dis- 
tricts of the United States for teaching from 
seven to nine nonths a year, leaving to the 
people only the expense of building and re- 
pairing school-houses and providing fuel. It 
would give $40,000,000 to the North and $20,- 
000,000 to the South, and thus relieve the peo- 
ple of $60,000,000 of taxes. It would be the 
most popular step the Government could 
take, and would prove to be a great popular 
blessing. Such a disposition of this money, 
however, would be manifestly impossi- 
ble if the free distillation contem- 
plated by the Kentucky Bourbons 
should be allowed, as it would be 
paid out in premiums by the Government 
to the farmers and orchardists to encourage 
them in the manufacture of free liquor, the 
increase of drunkenness, and the withdrawal 
of fruit from the market. 
Such a proposition as this Kentucky apple- 
jack scheme, so mischievous in all its results 
if it were adopted, could only have originated 
on the Bourbon and imbibing side of the 
House, who represent “moonshine” and 
whisky-drinking constituencies, who have 
always been in favor of every measure that 
tends to promote ignorance with its conse- 
quent criminality, and involves swindling, 
fraud, and general rascality, and who owe 
oo elections to the influences of the grog 
shops.

THE suggestion is made that the present 
complications in the matter of railway-en- 
tranoes, and depots, and grounds in the 
South Division of Chieago may be greatly 
relieved by simply straightening the South 
Branch of the river from Twelfth to Six- 
teenth street. Between these two ‘points 
the river bends so far to the east that the 
space between Clark street and the river 18

As it is, Clark 
stneet is likely ely cut offasa 
thoroughfare south of Harrison street. By 
straightening the river between the points 
indicated the whole railroad difficulty would 
be practically ended forall time, Clark street 
would be reclaimed for business travel and 
use, the navigation of the river would be 
very greatly improved, and all this without 
any serious cost or destruction of the value 
of private property. It would also immense- 
ly simplify the viaduet question between the 
two divisions, and render it practicable to 
throw a bridge over the river at Fourteenth 
street, which it is not now, except at an Im- 
mense expense. One of the worst pieces of 
South Branch navigation is that between’ 
Twelfth and Sixteenth streets inclusive.

It may be qu whether any commit- 
tee of either House of Congress at any time 
in the history of this Government has so 
justly won the general contempt of the coun- 
try as has the present Committee of Ways 
and Means of the House of Representatives. 
There is nothing so dishonest, no job 80 
fragrant, no scheme so transparent, that the 
projectors do not feel at liberty to propose it 
to that Committee, confidently expecting its 
support and approval. 

The latest of these schemes is the Hurd- 
Wood stock-jobbing bill to prohibit the 
transportation of American merchandise 
over any Canadian railroad from any part of 
the United States to another. This bill was 
referred to a sub-committee, and forthwith it 
was returned with a long previvusly-written 
report, which was immediately published, 
The bill was appropriately managed by 
Férnando Wood and supported by Gen. Gar- 
field. 

This oport placed the justification of this 
bill on the ground that it was “retaliatory 
legislation against Canada,” first, for pro- 
hibiting trade in diseased cattle through 
Canada, and, second, because the Dominion 
within a year has increased, her tariff on 
items which the United States as well as 
England have been selling to that country. 

The United States are the last people on 
this earth who ought to speak of “ retaliatory 
legislation” on the subject of the tariff. 
For nineteen years this country by its ultra 
tariff laws has struggled to prohibit all im- 
portations from foreign nations, and what- 
ever trade we have had with other countries 
has been maintained in spite of the most 
prohibitive tariff in the civilized world. 

Hurd and Garfield must have cheeks that 
would put the blush on ah old brass kettle 
to talk of the need of retaliatory tariff laws 
on Canada when our repressive and repel- 
lant duties are still twice as high as theirs. 

For nearly fifteen years Canada waited for 
such action by our Congress as would re 
store reciprocity, establish a customs union, 
or mitigate the severity of our tariff. But our 
Congress would never take any action. Dur- 
ing all that time Fernando Wood and Gen. 
Garfield had no compunctions of conscience 
as to the enormity of our commercial rela 
tions with Canada. Finally the Canadian 
Government, which had a tariff averaging 
about 15 per cent, increased that tariff, rais- 
ing the duties to about one-haif the rates 
charged by the United States on articles 
brought hither from Canada. For this Mr. 
Wood and Gen. Garfield propose to retaliate 
by prohibiting the people of the Northwest- 
ern States from sending or receiving mer- 
chandise to or from the West over the roads 
that run through Canada. We have already 
shown that the Canadian regulation concern- 
ing cattle prohibits only such cattle and hogs 
as may arrive from the United States in a 
diseased condition; against healthy and 
sound cattle there is no exclusion. 

Canada has, until the recent increase of its 

tariff, admitted American coal free of duty. 
A duty now of 30 cents per ton is exacted. 
Hurd, Wood, and Garfield are indignant, and 
propose to rétaliate, ignoring the fact that 
from 1861 to 1872 the American duty on Can- 
adian coal was $1.25 per; ton, and since 1872 
has been, and at this time is, 75 cents per ton. 
Canada is also a producer of petroleum, and 
Canada has placed a duty of six cents per 
rallon on American petroleum. Since 1863 
re American duty on Canadian petroleum 
hs been 40 cents per gallon. The Canadians 
hve imposed a light duty on American re- 
fini sugars; but, in spite of this duty, the 
Candians now receive two-thirds of the 
SUgathey buy from the United States. The 
Amen an tariff on ali the productions and 
manul¢gures of Canada ranges from 35 to 
100 per ont; and because Canada, after 
waiting Ptiently for many years to 
establish retorocal commercial relations 
with the Unite States, has imposed a tariff 
ranging from 5 1 95 per cent, these old job-

Says a Canadian exchange: Things are 
in a bad way in New Zealand, owtng to the rush 
of assisted immigrants, for whom there is no 
employment when they arrive. It is estimated 
that 20,000 were added to the population during 
eighteen months, at a time when severe com- 
mercial depression prevailed. Agricultural la- 
porers and domestic servants readily got work, 
but a few thousand of the class who could do 
nothing in particular remain unemployed, hang- 
ing about the cities. In order to provide for 
them, the Government was compelled to con- 
tinue the construction of public works not actu- 
ally required. In consequence of the surplus- 
age of labor, the granting of assisted-passages 
has been stopped. The business community is 
recovering from the depression, and agricult- 
ural prospects are good, but wages are being re- 
duced, and on the whole there seems little in- 
ducement for emigrants to try the Antipodes | - 
at present,” 


A RESOLUTION has been introduced in the 
New York Legisiature,from which it appears 
that the City of New York pays yearly the enor- 
mous sum of $996,740 for special contributions 
to private sectarian charitable institutions, be- 
sides distributing $366,000 among them from the 
moneys received for licenses and otherwise by 
the Excise Commissioners. This is in addition 
to over $1,300,000 that is expended for the city’s 
public charities. The contributions to the ges- 
tarian institutions vary greatly in amount and 
in the per capita rate, and are made upon 
any systematic plan or principle it is possi- 
ble to discover, the great bulk of it going, how- 
ever, to Jesuit and other Papal institutions. 
Some of the institutions, moreover, are said to 
be unworthy of any assistance, while others that 
art deserving of it receive none at all. The 
result of such expenditures is, of course, to make 
still heavier the already burdensome tax to 
which New York property-owners are subjected.

SIGNS OF THIRD-TERM WEAKNESS. 

The third-term movement in this State and 

city is showiag unmistakable signs of weak- 

ness. Its organ yesterday presented a dismal 
series of laments and appeals that indicated 
to those who could read between the lines 
that the managers are becoming dreadfully 
alarmed, From Washington came the in- 
telligence that “no less than seven of the 

South Carolina delegates to the Chicago Con- 

vention have, since their election, pledged 

their votes to Sherman.” This defection 
from the third-term cause was vehemently 
denounced as a breach of faith, because the 

State Convention instructed the delegates to 

vote for Grant. The fact is ignored that the 

instructions of a State Convention cover at 
most the four delegates-at-large, and that the 
practice Was clearly established in the Cin- 
cinnati Convention that every delegate has 
the right to vote as his constituents wish 
without regard to “instructions” of 

State Conventions. The justice of this 
rule is well illustrated in the very 
ease of South Carolina, where the third- 
term machinists seized the Convention and 
strangled the expression of all sentiment 
opposed to the third-term issue and 
nomination. If this opposition can find 
expression through a certain number of 
the delegates, their free votes will vindicate 
the rights of the constituencies they repre- 
sent as against the manipulation of machin- 

ery for the suppression thereof. 

The reported defection of seven delegates 
in the South Carolina delegation is not only 
important in itself, but in foreshadowing a 
like defection in other Southern delegations 
which are nominally pledged to the third- 
term candidate, When these delegations 
come to Chicago from States which éannot 
be carried for the Republican candidate in 
any event, a number of the delegates will 
begin to inquire which one of the 
various candidates is most likely to 
carry all the Republican and the doubtful 
States. Whenever this inquiry shall set in, 
there will be an agreement on al! sides that 
the third-term issue will endanger the suc- 
cess of the Republican party in States that 
are absolutely essential to Republican suc- 
cess, and notably in the State of Ohio. The 
delegates from the Southern States will be- 
gin to recognize the folly of nominating by 
their votes a candidate to whose election they 
can contribute nothing and whose candidacy 
will endanger party success in Republican 
States. They will have nothing to gain in

A LARGE company assembled by invitation 
on the Havana steamer City of Alexandria, in 
New York, a few days ago, to inspect the opersa- 
tion of the new self-leveling berths with which 
that vessel has been fitted. These berths are of 
the ordinary size. They are attached both above 
and below to universal joints, and are weighted 
underneath by. crescent-shaped cylinders of 
iron. This arrangement is designed to keep the 
berths perpetually level, no matter what angie 
the vessel herself may take, and, consequently, 
to do away with seasickness entirely. To fur- 
ther maintain the berths in their orbit, and pre- 
vent sudden changes of position, they are pro- 
vided with spiral springs. They appeared to 
work well, and the visitors expressed their satis- 
faction without stint. They are to be introduced 
into all the vessels of the line, and other lines 
have the matter under consideration.

The Board of West Park Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon, President Wilcox in the 
chair. ere were present Commissioners Mc- 
Crea, Brenock, and Kolphs.

The question of a shortage 
of water at Douglas and Humboldt Parks was 
discussed, and it was determined to erect sev- 
eral — 2 fountains to accommodate 
the crowds who visit the parks. The President 
was instructed to purchase twelve p ure- 
boats,go be placed in the lakes of the various 
parks, it being stated that the demand for boats 
on Sunday last could not be supplied. The re- 
ceipts for hire of boats at Dougias Park Sunday 
were $40.

ALL was bustle and confusion about the new 
building yesterday, and the work of moving the 
represeutatives of the Nation was finally con- 
cluded. Many of the offices are still in the 
greatest confusion, but_the new quarters can 
easily be put in a passable condition. It would 
be well in this connection to remind the public 
that the only entrance to the new offices is — 
the main door on Jackson street. The Post- Of- 
fice officials on Clark street were literally over- 
whelmed yesterday with ns in search of 
the other Government . The Sub-Treas- 
ury may be found at the southwest corner of 
the second floor. On the west side of the same 
floor are the Internal-Revenue offices, and on 
the east side the Customs Department. The 
Courts and officers connected therewith will be 
found on the third floor. 

THE receipts of the Post-Office for the month 
of April for stamps, postal-cards, stamped en- 
velopes, newspaper and periodical stamps, etc., 
were $113,012. e domestic money-orders is- 
sued amounted to $82,015, the payments to §561,- 
745. The foreign orders issued footed up $14,084, 
and the payments were $6,313. On the new 
French orders only $159 was issued and $6 Pati 
registered letters, 2,043,020 mail letters, 402,460 
mail postal-cards, 404,204 local letters, 252,382 lo- 
cal | al-cards, and 736,865 newspapers, etc., 
besides returning 6,640 letters to theo . They 
collected 2,606,430 letters, 737,451 postal-cards, 
and 608,098 newspapers, etc. There are at pres- 
ent employed 183 regular and fourauxiliary car- 
riers, ese made 575 delivery and 460 collec- 
tion trips daily. The total postage on local mat- 
ter delivered through the boxes, general delive- 
ery, or carriers, was $13,496. 

THe work of moving the Treasurer in the Sub- 
Treasury began yesterday afternoon about 2 
o’clock and was eoncluded by nightfall. The 
bullion and greenbacks were shipped through 
the windows on to trucks guarded by police 
and armed attachés. The first load car- 
ried $675,000 in gold in six casks, and a 
large amount of cases of pennies and nickels. 
There was about $7,000,000 transferred through 
the open streets, including $675,000 in gold. 
$1,500,000 in silver, $4,000,000 in greenbacks, and 
a large amount of subsidiary coins. The silver 
was packed in the usual mint sacks. These 
trucks containing fortunes passed to and fro 
without disturbance, although some little 
anxiety was felt regarding ti ir safety, though 
they were nar pd | egies The new vault is 
all completed and the millions safely deposited.

VANISHED MONEY. 


Disappearance of $152,000,000 of Gold 
and Legal-Tenders im the Last Six- 
teen Months. 

New York Public, April 29, 

What has become of the money? It is the 
old question, but it must be asked, and asked 
again, if business is to get a solid footing, 
until somebody can answer it. Once more 
we have to call attention to a mysterious dis- 
appearance of money. From Jan. 1 to Dec. 
1, 1879, as we showed in the Public of Dee. 4, 
the gold in the Treasury, and in the banks of 
New York, Philadelphia, and Boston, in- 
creased less than $54,923,083, although gold 
amounting to $77,000,000 had come in from 
abroad, and gold amounting to nearly $30,- 
000,000 had been produced by the mines. At 
the same time, the reserves of legal-tenders 
in the Treasury, and the banks of New York, 
Philadelphia, and Boston, had decreased 
$68,165,231, although the bank-circulation had 
also increased $16,295,804, and the amount of 
bank-notes held by the Treasury had de- 
creased $5,446,310. Adding. these items 
together, we find that about $142,107,- 
in money had been added 
to the circulating medium not in the four 
deposits named,—ebout $68,165,231 in legal- 
tenders, $52,200,000 in gold, and $21,742,114 in 


bank-notes. It is proper and important to. 


add, as we were not in position to do in De- 
cember last, that the Official returns to the 
Controller of the Currency prove that the 
store of specie in the banks throughout the 
country, other than those of the three cities 
named, did not increase from Jan. 1 to Oct.

Since Jan. 1, it must now be added! with 
some surprise, the movement has been of the 
same character. It was almost universally 
believed that, after the new year 
money would flow back in large amounts to 
the chief reserves. Business calculations of 
the utmost importance were based upon this 
belief.

The total number of Conservative votes re- 
corded in 1874 was 1,217,806; in 1880, 1,412,956, 
The total number of Liberal votes recorded 
in 1874 was 1,431,805; in 1880, 1,877,290, 

On analyzing the gross vote some curious 
results appear. No less than 37 Liberal gains 
were determined by a gross majority of only 
1,742 votes,—an average of 47 each; and in 
eight of these éases the scale was turned in 
favor of the Liberal candidates by 10 votes 
or under. In one constituency, that of 
South Norfolk, the Liberal candidate owes 
his seat to One vote alone. Takenaltogether, 
however, the Liberal majorities appear te be 
of a tolerably substantial character, averag- 
ing as they do 680 votes. On the other hand, 
the Conservative gains—not reckoning South
